MAKING VIOLIN STRINGS. 
Where Catgut Comes From. 

Catgut strings, it is well known, are 
made of the intestines of sheep. The 
Intestines of the full-grown animal are 
from forty to City feet long. 

The raw material from the stock- 
yard is first thoroughly cleansed of 
fat and fleshy fibre, by dull knives 
arranged on a drum turned by a crank. 
Tlie white, tough membrane that is 
left is then hauded over to the splitter, 
who dexterously splits the material 
into even strands by bringing ft 
against the blade oi a gaiety razor 
set upright In the tabic before him. 
The strands are then spun together 
and placed on the drying frames. 

An American "E" violin string re- 
quires six strands; the European four. 
The strands> at one end fastened to 
nn upright post, are twisted together, 
while still damp and pliable, by means 
of a spinning wheel. Taken from the 
drying frames, the strings are cut in 
lengths, coiled and hosed in oiled 
paper for shipment. To polish the 
strings, very fine emery paper, laid 
upon a grooved aluminnm block is 
used. While the strings are still on 
the drying frame, the covered bloc 1 .: 
is passed over the strings, polishing as 
many at one time as Ihere are grooves 
to the block. It can be seen that from 
the manner in which the strands are 
twisted, the effect of polishing Is to 
weaken the string. 

In the essential features, the pro- 
cess of making the fine gut strings for 
surgical uses.- or the Heavy strings 
three-eighths of an inch thick some- 
times employed for machinery belting, 
does not differ from the method em- 
ployed in the case nf the musical

On peeping through the jalousies we descry a little [.'roup o£ men 
wrapped in thick native sheets, crouched under the wall with their eyes 
upon our veranda, —ailing, waiting, with an exaggeration o£ patience which 
stints us into immediate action. 

We hasten our toilet, partake hurriedly of our chota hazri, and appear 
upon tlie veranda more tiian an hour earlier than usual, only to lie tola— 
"We have beeu here for hours: we wondered when you were going to get up'." 
We recognise in our visitors the Jemadars and Subhadur (Sergeants and 
Sergeant-Major) of a neighbouring village Corps. They have evidently come 
to ask our help in some ease of severe caste persecution, but it is some 
time before we are able to get all the details from them, luventunlly it ap- 
pears that it is a charge of poisoning a buffalo; two or three Soldiers are 
involved; the men have been seized and locked up by the Ximibanlar (the 
Government native official in charge of the whole village: a caste man, hi 
whose hand lies much power), and oar Local Officers are here to ask for 
justic" to he done, accompanied by relations of the accused men. 

Pefssestiag Indian Convezfs. 

At niue o'clock some of the caste people are heard arriving; they have 
followed upon the heels of the protesters. Behold them then, ranged oppo- 
site each other on two sides of the floor of the office, each prepared to ma lie 
. good his case. 

ness dispatch must be laid aside if we would win the truth from this tangle 
of statements'. And great harm will be done if we try to interfere without 
sure proof of the innocence of the accused. So we smile and smile — there 
is the whole day, says our manner! The caste men are weaving a tissue of 
ingenious lies, but we smile still. Xow the other side, and we listen keenly. 
throwing in a question here and there, but casually and deliberately, as 
though these issues scarcely mattered. Slowly we disentangle the truth. 
The Xumbardar and his men have heei! wrongly oppressing our people, and 
they are to be tried before a Hindu judge who is strongly against The 
Army. These men must be seen. 

'We are coming through your village on the morrow," we tell then!. 
"The case shall be thoroughly looked into.*' 

It is almost midday. The accusers and protesters depart, with many 
salaams, to the bazaar, where they buv food before returning to their homes. 

Fur uurselves, we partake of rice and curry, with p. little stewed meat, 
and ther: go out to pack our pony cart, as we shall he ah ,>nt for two or 
three ni:-bts. First comes the bedding, then the ubirjUitous kettle and cook- 
ing vess -Is, lights for the night, food for the horse, and some fresh bread 
for oui'Sf Ives — not least of all the bag. At the bottom goes a Bible in the 
vc-iuacui.ir, an Army Song Ecok, and the "Directory" (our children's Cate- 
chism). A case of medicines Is an absolute necessity; nor must we forget 
the Sera >ants' badges, and a parcel of Army shields, or we shall meet such 
disappointed faces as will haunt our r st. Finally comes a tin of tea, with 
as few r rsonal belongings as we can manage with. 

Indian Tea — In ifce Punjab. 

Awa we go for a sixteen-mile drive; swaying up and down, and to and 
fro. as me wheel elects to remain u;i n hillock whiie the opposite one 
tastes the valley depths of a jawninj -rut. The white sand is a foot and 
a half deep on these roads. 

On our way we pass through twa or three villages, at one of which 
we stop for a meeting, for the people are gathered along the side of the 
road to hid us welcome. These are Saidiers who have been able to set away, 
from their work in the fields; the children who are drawn np in rank belong 
to our village Day School here. Some one seizes the pony, and we alight 
almost on top of the crowd which swarms between the w.heels. 

The meeting is held beneath the trees near our little Hall, and as it draws 
to a close we notice three or four wo.ne n whispering. One of them runs off 
to a neighbouring hut, and by much experience we know what lies before us 
—she has gone to make us some native tea. K might be supposed that the 
fact would cheer us through and throagb, English tea-lovers as vrc are. but 
we know as well as if we could see it what is happening. One woman lights 
a fire, another brings the chattie whic^ was used for the midday meal of 
curry; into it she drops a big lump of 
ghoul (solid sugar from the cane), 
as big as Iler fl si .. tn( , n a . handful- of 



cold wa;er, and puts it on to boil. Then they will brine; out a set of brass 
uu:-. blcrs, hah" full of smoky milk, .1: d fill up with the boiled tea from the 
chattie. which by that time will he w. 11 and highly flavoured with curry and 
gliuai — a fhio emetic for a sensitive ; arson i 

But the crowd is closing around 1 s, and we arc besieged for medicines 
for in.- rtu!;; ontreiUed to come and iSe sick babies i n the huts; implored to 
cure with a tabloid a pom- woman \vl o is dy:ng for lack of a skilful opera- 
tion; to say nothing of the blind o'd woman of almost eighty, to whom wo 
are begged to 'come, and give back • er sight!" 

In addition to all this we are bciought to visit twelve other villages 
this very afternoon!

We almost light our way through -.he crowd at last, disentangling the 
childr.-n from the cart wheels. smiKig upon all and sundry, and heaving a 
sigh of relief when we are really off v ithout running over any of the brown 
babies who are rolling in the dust.

and some hoys, wearing a little bit (f uniform tacked on somewhere; these 
run along behind our cart as a rear-; uard. In the distance we see flutter- 
ing ua per (lass of many colours; the thildron of the village Day School are 
formed up for inspection, and burning to show their Aptitude for drill, and 
to sing the latest Army song. We pe;mit them to effervesce then and there, 
after which we take our seats upon tie string cots brought out under the 
trees for our comfort. We wish some kindly souls had not spread them 
with their sheets; we should be mmli happier in mind without them; but 
it would never do to say so, and we 1 roceed from this cradle of luxury ' to 
inspect the School.

By this time the people arc all r ady for the other meeting — women on 
one side, men on the other. The girs have prepared a special song of their 
own to sing; there ai'e Soldiers to s". ear-in, and from these we demand the 
Lord's Prayer and the Ten Commancinents. The ring of heathen on the 
outside of the crowd listen keenly rs we draw attention to those Com- 
mandments as the foundation of Christian teaching. "Thou shalt have no 
other gods before He. . . . Thou shalt not bear false witness," 

The Recruits are standing beneath a home-made Army Flag; and thus, 
marked out before their own coniradis and the Mohammedans and Hindus, 
who press close to hear, they answer our questions, and satisfy us as to 
their fitness to become Soldiers. 

There follows a prayer meeting. :n which the Jemadars and the old Sub- 
liadar work finely. Slowly and persistently come the three or four who 
wish to forsake their sins and serve Jesus Christ. The whole crowd of Sol- 
diers would "come out for a blessing," were we not careful; but these people 
are ,iust as intelligent as their English working brothers. Y, r e can make, 
them understand if we will; it is our fault if they become indefinite in their 
prayer and seeking. ' 

There are some confessions — one has aeeepted some of the flesh of an 
animal that has been poisoned. Cattle are poisoned purposely for the profit 
of the unscrupulous, and participation in this Is marked among. us as a 
crime. Another delinquent has arisen in the night to steal grass for his 
euws. A third has nscd heathen swear words. Each, is dealt with accordiTJS 
to his fault. ■»!•'» 

It is 10 p.m. when the meeting i over, and we retire to the Officers' 
Quarters, where a room has been reserved for us. One or two high caste 
people follow to otter the use of a table, a chair, a lota of milk, or any other 
little service. Many o£ the Soldiers are too far from their homes to return, 
to-nlgl t, so they lie down In the Officers' compound with our pony and cart. 
We hear the whispers of their conversation through our wide-open windows; 

A few of them are still there in the morning, for there are cases of dis- 
cipline to settle, and while it is yet cool we turn out to interview the Sub- 
h.adars, who are burdened with "something wrong in the Corps" beneath 
their charge. (The Field Officer has several villages to supervise; at each, 
one there is a Scrgeant-ilasoi- responsible for meetings held between Ui^ 
visits.) 

A Jemadar has given his daughter in marriage to a lad of a heathen 
family.

11.30 another lecture. Dinner at 1.15 ; 
lecture again at 2,00, followed by oae 
hour's digest, and then supper. At 
10.00 we retire. I think that's' "redeem- 
ing the time" without fear of contra- 
diction. 

Perhaps it had better be stated that 
although we are at the table five times 
a day, some of the meals are very 
light. There was some discussion as 
to whether It would suit us better to 
have our own style of meals, but It 
was the unanimous verdict that "when 
we're in England, we'll do bs the Eng- 
lishman does."

The warm 
suu, the beautiful carpet of grass and 
flowers, the magnificent trees, the 
happy faces of the children.' tha 
swings, the dolls' cemetery, and so 
on. in endless variety, sent us away 
with thankful hearts, happy in t.ha 
thought that away rixmi public gaze, 
unheralded' orten, and sometimes for- 
gotten entirely, without ostentation, 
ami unrewarded, except i<^ the "rat- 
iul thanks and rescued Uvea of those 
in their care, The Army has women- 
warriors carrying on their Christ-like 
work, e.nd bringing sunshine Into 
otherwise wrecked and ruined lives. 
A grep.t Frenchman — Thoreau, I think 
— said once, that "If I knew I were 
going to die to-morrow, 1 would, never- 
theless, plant a tree to-day." Our 
Rescue Officers are as falthfnl as that 
in their life work. TI\« lives of these 
dear children rescued from a living 
death, will be their monument. 

We were at the International Train- 
ing Homes this morning, and listened 
with five hundred Cadets, to a very 
stirring and thoughtful address by 
CoiuinisaliiiHsr Hay, on "Temptation, 
and How to Overcome." We were 
glad to meet the Cadets, and their very 
hearty welcome showed they were 
equally gind to see us. 

The weather is disagreeably hot, but 
then, the wenther is never just what 
you ara pleased with, anyway!

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, , Lieut.-Colonel and Mrs. Damon. 

Lieiitennnt-CoiDTiel Damon, the Field 
Secretary of the United 3ial-s, who 
.visited Toronto, created a decidedly 
£ood impression upon those who met 
liiui individually,- nnd upon the ,v.nll- 
■eace in the Temple, who heard him 
lwtiM-e.

I say special, because, in 
reality, we are surrounded by witness- 
es of that power. Many thinjs v,e see 
arc, in one sense, miraculous.

a. thousand similar seeds; but how 
this change has come about we do not 
hnovr. Wc often see the storm, and 
perhaps suffer from the destructive 
effects of the wind; but where the 
wind comes^from, or where it goes we 
cannot tell. We know that, by r. 
very simple process, that mighty Uiing 
we call electricity is collected, so that 
It may be used for car benefit, and wc 
often see the uses to which it is 
Dut, but how it is gathered, nay, what 
It is, is hidden from ns. Because, how- 
ever, these wonders are going on 
all around us all the time, according 
to a system of things with which we 
have become familiar, they make but 
little impression upoa us. If they were 
not frequent and usual in our lives

Such wus this incident of the iron 
that could swim.

His power in them; let us give Him 
the glory for them. 

1. One of the great spiritual won- 
ders which always seems to me to 
bear the visible imprint o£ God's 
fingers, is, conviction of sin. Have 
you ever tried to convince wicked 
men or their wickedness? Apart from 
the Holy Ghost given them, it is, per- 
haps, the most hopeless of all human 
tasks. They cannot, they will not, see 
their wrongdoing. No matter how 
much you appeal to their hearts, to 
their judgment, or to their interests; 
no matter how vividly yon yourself 
see the iniquity and horribleness of 
their sin, nnd no matter how rapidly 
its consequences arc felt to be ap- 
proaching — they see and. feel nothing. 
They are cold, and hard, and Irre- 
sponsive, and perhaps send j'ou away 
with a curse; or, if they are outwardly 
respectable, with a sneer. 

And then, some time after— perhaps, 
after the lapse of a few hours, perhaps 
of a few months — you meet 1 ' them, 
again, and find them in an agony of 
conviction. They weep and groan, 
they see their sin like mountains, they % 
refuse their food, and are sometimes 
even unable to sleep, seeming almost 
demented with grief. 'If this be con- 
viction,' E^aid one such soul, who, In his 
agony, had become dangerously SI!, 
and was tortnred day and night: by the 
consciousness of his transgressions-— ;. 
'If this be conviction, what is hell?' 

And 1 have often found that the 5 
truest conviction had very little- re- ^ 
lation to fear of Judgment. Tliat may 
have helped to arouse It, hut the real, 
thing — the conviction wrought by the 
Spirit of God — is a deep inward and 
vivid consciousness of personal guilt, 
which is Quite distinct from the fear 
of hell, which braalcs down fear of 
opposition and shatters pride, is utter- 
ly opposed to every seIf-grat:Scatioa 
and self-deception to which the sinesr 
has been accustomed, and which often "'■ 
comes about In spite of powerful op- 
posing influences around hini. 

No power but 1 , God's power can 
bring about such a condition of things. 
It is as really a direct Interference o£ 
God with the ordinary course pt things 
as Is any other miracle. He, and He 
alone, can thus convict the sinner, 
making the iron to swim. .

Two of the 
shooting affairs were by children, and 
were, doubtless accidents, but how cul- 
pable parents must be who leave Are 
arms accessible to young children and 
thoughtless boys. Two others out of 
tbe seventeen committed suieide. A 
sad thing about the drowning fatalities 
is a very large proportion were young 
people cut off In the heyday of life 
and its pleasures; most of them while 
boating or bathing on their holidays. 
How necesary it Is that young people 
should be careful, and above all, how 
necessary it is that we should he ready 
to die, by having our peace made with 
God.

An Eskimo Tribesman, 

'-ggjUR first meeting with the 
Eskimo was p. red-letter 
incident in mir annals 
writes Captain Amund- 
sen, in the Sphere.) After 
breakfast when we went out to scan the 
country for reindeer, we noticed sev- 
eral dark suuts till- away on a hillside. 
These snots at first we took to be 
reindeer", but as the animals' move- 
ments seemed to be unfamiliar, we 
fetched a telescope from the cabin 
through which to see them better. Our 
surprise may be imagined when we 
found that we had human beings in 
c'ur proximity. 

.j What we saw were without doubt 
Eskimo. The scene which now fol- 
lowed is one of our liveliest reminis- 
cences. I decided to go out and meet 
these people, and took with me for the 
purpose, two of my men, both well 
armed. Y/e had beeu informed that 
the natives of these regions were war- 
like and hostile towards strangers, 
and I still remember the martin! air 
-with which I toot the field and led toy 
detachment out to meet the supposed 
enemy, rrom time to time I glanced 
anxiously behind me to Inspect my 
troops, consisting as aforesaid, of Uso 
well-armed followers, and seeing that 
their martial hearing quite correspond- 
ed with my own, 1 continued my ad- 
vance on the Eskimo. Even a military 
man would have endorsed the pre- 
cision with which we approached the 
enemy. Tbe latter had now halted, 
arid were watching our movements 
■with curiosity. At a nundred paces I 
decided to stop and further consider 
*!>£ demands of the situation. 

Cta closer inspection, of the little 
group of people, I saw that it num- 
bered five individuals, two of whom 
were armed with bows and arrows, the 
latter in a quiver sluos across their 
hart: a. Feeling somewhat reassured 



and not a little ashamed of our own 
warlike preparations, I left my com- 
panions behind and went forward to 
meet the five Eskimo, who had now 
formed into line and came forward to 
meet me, laughing and humming a 
sort of a chant. Evidently nothing 
was to he feared from these merry 
and amiable creatures, and without 
further cui-einonv, I went straight up 
to them. Our meeting was most cor- 
dial, not to say affecting. We em- 
braced and patted one another like 
old friends, the Eskimo the whole time 
yelling, "Manilt iumi." and touching 
and fee'.ini; my body from top to toe. 

During this performance my two 
companions had come up with mp, and 
were now accorded 'a simuiar creeTtn^ 
with, apparently, assurances of undy- 
ing devotion and friendship. The 
Eskimo now returned with us to the 
ship, and once more the same cere- 
monies were gone through with our 
two men aboard. The two who were 
In the dwelling-house ashore had nut 
seen anything of what was going on, so 
I took the newcomers up to the house 
and formally introduced them as old 
friends whom 1 had just come across. 
It was a priceless sight to see the 
solemn bows and demeanour of my 
two coiuijajlioiis as they received the 
equally unsnspeeting Eskimo. 

AH bands then returned on board 
the Gjon, and while I was trying to 
start the conversation, our eoolc came 
np to me and whispered something 
about the propriety of Inviting our 
guests below to partake of refresh- 
ments in the shape of coffee and 
sandwiches. The invitation was duly 
extended and we ai! proceeded down 
into the hold, where assemblies 
usually took place. But coffee and 
sandwiches proved to he altogether 
without attraction to our visitors, who 
appeared to he quite incapable of ap- 
preciating these viands. Nor were 
fried deer steaks any more to their 



taste, but remembering that the sight 
of the piles of reindeer carcases up on 
deck hadjjrought smiles of enthusiasm 
to the faces of our Arctic friends, I 
bethought me now of trying them with 
reindeer an naturel, A large haunch 
was accordingly brought below into 
the hold, and we had the satisfaction 
of seeing that we had Jilt the right' 
nail on the head. With the most con- 
tented expression of countenance and 
manner, the meat was passed round 
from one to the other, each In turn 
b'tiug as bis a piece as his mouth 
would hold, and then with a knife the 
piece was severed from the lump close 
to the teeth. Almost without chewing 
it they swallowed the whole niouth- 

dowu on the outside of their throats, 
Just as one can in the case of a duck 
or goose. Several haunches of rein- 
deer thus found their way into the in- 
terior of the Eskimo anatomy, and at 
the end of the repast, various sonnds 
intimated that the food had agreed 
perfectly with the digestive apparatus 
of our new friends. 

Before this visit came to an end, I 
presented our guests with a knife and 
some needles, after which they started 
for home to tell their tribe or the 
white men whom none hut two or 
three of the oldest members of It had 
ever Eeen before. Despite the fact 
that we could not understand their 
language, we succeeded In obtaining 
from them a promise to repeat the 
visit in the near future. 

A week elapsed before we saw our 
friends again. When they reappeared 
they brought with them a number of 
nne reindeer skins which they sold to 
us for a needle apiece with a few ex- 
tra ones thrown into the bargain. This 
may appear an Iniouitously low price 
for good skins, but it must be remem- 
bered that the Gjoa was a very small 
vessel, and a.t our stay was to extend 
over several yeara, it wua of the ut-

most importance to us to keep our' 
goods in high esteem. In order to en- 
able me to procure a ■ good etlmo. 
graphic collection, it was also neces- 
sary to prevent those things from be- 
coming common which the Eskimo 
most desired. I therefore gave lnstnuj. 
tlons from the very first that no 
bartering was to take place without 
my knowledge and especial approval' 
This visit was prolonged until the 
following day, the nismt being snort 
by the Eskimo in the' hold ' will" 
packed in reindeer sklus.

"The people wait," says the old Sub- 
li.td.tr who meets us. "lint the Colonel 
must oat, or she will fall faint bv the 
wayside, and tiie blame will be lieavv 
upon our souls." So he leads us to liis 
hut— ten feet square— where be has 
spread the ground with clcau, white 
sheets, and prepared us a, delicious 
meal, curried chicken and chapatties 
made with ghi, followed by sweet rice 
mixed with sultanas and coconut — 
truly a feast for travelling Salvation- 
ists. We take off our shoes, and wash 
Oiir liaiius before entering the hut. 

Tiie meeting is held in a large com- 
pound, with a low mud wall around 
it, over wbleh lean onlookers from 
the village. Within the wall sit our 
own Soldiers, and from the honse- 
roofs near, look down women, to whom 
our coming is a rare excitement. We 
take our seats upon strins cots drawn 
under the shade of a kindly tree, four 
huts iii a row in tiie background, some 
cows and oxen tethered to a peg in one 
corner of the compound, a woman 
cooking at a fire in another, the 
parents squatting on the ground in 
front of us with their babies. 

"What is its name?" we ask, as we 
take the first one offered. 

"What you like," replies the father. 
"We have called it Kaka (little boy) 
until you came. We have left it to 
you to name it as you will," 

The ncr;t retreats stand up, bill the 
baby is missins! The mother runs to 
the wall of the bouse on the top of 
which a number of Women and child- 
ren are sitting, and a girl lets the 
bare, brown, .wriggling baby down 
from the roof by one arm! The mother 
catches it by the other, swings it on 
to her hip, and brings it back to the 
ring. 

A Soldiers* and Jemadars' meeting 
follows, for there is a commissioning 
iu be iTuuu — a most important event to 
an Indian Salvationist. They preserve 



their commissions with great care, 
sometimes showing them to high caste 
Hindus as certilicates of good conduct 
when they are seeking employment. 

Indeed, during a period of forced 
Government labour, which included 
ounday work, all the Salvationist Jem- 
adars who could produce their commis- 
sions were allowed to go home for the 
Sunday. 

It is late, but we must pack our- 
selves into that pony-cart once more, 
for the buffalo business is still un- 
finished, and we have engaged to Bee 
the Hindu Judge at Gurdaspur in the 
morning.
